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INTRODUCTION 


The ‘Statistical Abstract-Tripura-1960’ is the second issue 
in the series. Like the previous issue it fulfils, as far as 
possible, the requirements of the Administration in its various 
Departments, Local Bodies and institutions for statistics 
relevant to their activities and for study of socio-economic 
problems. Data relating to the years 1954 to 1960 have 
been incorporated in the Abstract, except in few cases in which 
the figures relating to the earlier years are not available. In 
addition to the tables contained in the earlier issue, a few new 
tables dealing with the emigrants from East Pakistan and the 
financial assistance rendered to them have been included in the 
present issue. Besides, in some tables the mode of presenting 
data has been altered slightly according to the suggestions 
from the Central Statistical Organisation. 

We regret that in this issue also, we could not include 
vital statistics as these are not being available yet. Attempts 
are, however, being made to include those in the future issues. 

Each table has been prefaced with an explanatory note 
regarding the scope and purpose of the table. 

This department acknowledges its gratitude for the co¬ 
operation received from various Departments and Organisa¬ 
tions in bringing out this Abstract. We shall appreciate if 
they could afford more prompt supply of data so as to enable 
us in bringing out the periodical in time. 

This department will welcome constructive criticism and 
suggestions for further improvements in the Abstract.

XII. EDUCATION

In this section, educational institutions are classified as 
Recognised and Un-recognised. Recognised institutions are 
those which are recognised by the Government and offer the 
prescribed courses of study. They are open to inspection and 

general direction by the Education Department of Government 
and their pupils are ordinarily eligible for admission to public 
examinations and tests held by the Department or the 
University. Unrecognised institutions are those which do not 
come under the definition of recognised institutions stated 
above.
